Cream Delivery Rings 
Formed as Tire Savers 


A revival of the 
old-fashioned j 
good neighbor spirit is evident as 
farm ers cooperate to take 
their 
cream and other products to m a r­ 
ket with a minimum use of tires, 
g a s and labor. 
In response to the government’s 
request that fan ners cooperate in 
m arketing farm products, 
m any 
producers 
are 
economizing 
by 
forming cream delivery rings. This 
practice of sharing hauling space 
not 
only saves car 
expense but 
also protects the producer against 
cream losses 
due to 
spoilage or 
lowering the grade because of the 
necessity 
of holding it 
on 
the 
farm. The federal government 
is 
urging farm ers 
to deliver cream 
at least two, and preferably three, 
times weekly, 
K. E. Gardner, extension dairy 
specialist of the University of Illi­ 
nois College of Agriculture, say s if 
cream is held on the farm for long 
periods in order to economize on 
tires, there will be 
serious 
de­ 
preciation in quality and a finan­ 
cial loss to the 
producer. 
The 
cream buyers 
are 
becoming, by 
necessity, more selective in their 
purchasing of cream. They realize 
that low quality cream means in­ 
ferior grades of butter, for which 
there is a very poor m arket. In 
addition, buyers 
know' 
that low 
grades of 
cream are 
frequently 
destroyed and 
the loss is placed 
back on the buyer. 
Gardner be­ 
lieves the cream 
delivery ring is 
the logical answer to this situ a­ 
tion.
